The  Clinics  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  and  the 
work  undertaken  are  as  follows: — 

A.  — Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Services. 

The  Local  Authority  provides  one  Clinic  for  Ante-Natal 
and  one  for  Post-Natal  care.  The  number  of  women  who 
attended  during  the  year  for  Ante-Natal  examinations  was 
214  and  for  Post-Natal  examinations  27.  Of  these  numbers 
the  new  cases  were  191  and  33  respectively  and  the  num¬ 
ber  who  were  hospital  cases  was  314  and  35  respectively. 
The  total  number  examined  during  the  year  at  these  Clinics 
was  1,572.  The  number  of  sessions  held  with  hospital 
staff  in  attendance  was  52  for  Ante-Natal  and  52  for  Post- 
Natal  assessment. 

During  the  year  10  Maternity  Outfits  were  issued  free. 
The  Gynaecological  Clinic  of  the  Western  Regional 
Hospital  Board  held  50  sessions  during  the  year  and  ex¬ 
amined  283  new  cases  with,  in  addition  419  repeat  visits.

The  provision  of  equipment  was  not  required  by  any  of 
the  cases. 

The  special  housing  list  continues  to  provide  for  the 
housing  needs  of  those  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

Chiropody  Service 

The  chiropody  service  provided  by  the  local  authority  for 
men  and  women  over  pensionable  age  continues  to  be  fully 
used.  Two  chiropodists  are  now  employed  on  a  part-time 
basis  equivalent  to  four  working  days  each  week.  New  cases 
and  revisits  accounted  for  approximately  2,500  visits  in  the 
year. 


LINKS  WITH  GENERAL  MEDICAL  SERVICES 

At  the  present  time  plans  are  being  made  for  a  general 
practitioner  health  centre  to  serve  Rutherglen.  It  is  hoped 
that  public  health  facilities  will  also  be  housed  within  this 
Centre  and  the  appropriate  professional  workers  will  be 
attached  to  general  medical  practices.  General  medical 
practitioners  do  not  participate  in  the  actual  clinical  work 
of  the  public  health  service. 


THE  CONSULTATIVE  HEALTH  CENTRE  FOR  OLDER 

PEOPLE 

The  work  of  this  Centre  for  the  old  people  in  Rutherglen 
continues. 


PREVENTION  OF  HOME  ACCIDENTS 

The  Rutherglen  Home  Safety  Committee  which  was 
formed  in  October,  1958,  continues  to  carry  out  valuable 
work  in  the  community.  The  meetings  of  this  Committee 
are  held  within  the  premises  of  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  second  month  at  7.45  p.m. 
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COMMUNITY  CARE 

An  adequate  nursing  and  social  work  service  is  provided 
in  Rutherglen  for  the  after-care  of  patients  discharged  from 
general,  geriatric  and  mental  hospitals.  When  the  hospital 
staff  informs  this  department  of  a  discharge,  routine  domi¬ 
ciliary  visit  is  made  together  with  assessment  of  need  and 
its  implementation. 


RESEARCH 

Research  continues  into  certain  factors  which  influence 
the  ageing  process.

The  methods  employed  in  dealing  with  health  education 
continue  on  the  lines  of  previous  years.

sick  and  the  handicapped,  day  care  of  children  and  the 
health  of  the  aged.
